 dered my Lord, 'wonld have likewiſe de- 


ſtroyed him, ſhould he have declared 


- whar he knew in the- matter 3 therefore 


the fear of being hanged' in the one caſe, 
and the danger of a ſtab or the like inthe 
other, were powerful Arguments with this 
Sentinel. I do grant no man (upon any

and after all, his Lordſhip ſtopt the Orifice 
from giving iſfue to ſuch a quantiry of 
Blood and Spirits, as would naturally have 
inſtantly killed him ; and out of malice to 
the living, that others might be charged 
with his Death, threw the Razor out of the 
Window, and then ſent the Maid down for 
t; which having received from her, he re- 
tired to his Cloſet, lockt himſelf in, and 
quietly laid himſelf down, and the Razor 
by him, and then gave free paſſage to that 
Blood, and thoſe Spirits, which he thus 
miraculouſly kept ſo long in. _ : 

'G. Burt to be ſerious, for this is a Caſe of 
grave, yea, very doleful Conſideration ; did 
you ever hear all thoſe Reaſons the Biſhop 
then gave ? 

T7. No, but I could wiſh I had; only this 
Further Reaſon I think was given, ( viz.) 
what the Steward faid concerning my

Gentleman extreamly pitied this unfortunate 
Lady, for whom (though he kept it unknown 
from the Lady) this Gentleman had a wery 
great kindneſs, .and hoped he might Marry her 
when her Husband died, of which there had 
ben a long expeffancy, the Huchand being wvery 
Conſumptive : But hu Diſcaſe outelived this Gen= 


tleman's Patience ; wherefore he was reſolue# 
to Murder the' Husband (that he might Marry 
the Wife) yet this kept ſo very prjvate from the 
knowledge of the Wife, that nothing was far- 
ther from her thoughts , than ſuch Treachery: 
(for this Gentleman,. and her Husband, in 
ſhew, were intimate Friends.)

The Right Honorable 4rthur late Earl 
of Eſſex, was Committed to the Tower, Tueſ- 
day the 19th of July, 1683. and there were 
placed over his Lordſhip two Warders , 
(viz.) Monday and Ruſſel, and one Servant, 
(viz.) Paul Bomeny, permitted to be attend- 
ing on my Lord ; the very next Friday 
morning , about Nine of the Clock, his 
Lordſhip was found Dead in his Cloſer, 
with his Throat cnt through borh Jugulzr 
Arteries, to the Neck-bone. 

Now , ſeeing our Law preſumes every 
Man deſtroyed by violent Hands, is Mur-- 
dered by others, unleſs ſuch Evidence ap- 
Pears as gives SatisfaQtion in the es 
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2hd proves him a Self-murderer. This Lord 
: had been found barbarouſly Murdered, had 
not Bomeny, Monday, and Ruſſel, appeared to 
prove otherwiſe ; and they endeavour to 
prove it (ſhortly) thus. 

My Lord of Efx (they ſay) called for a ' 
Pen-knife to pare his Nails, which Pen-knife 
not being ready, . he required a Razor , 
which was accordingly delivered him , 
with which his Lordſfiv having pared his 
Nails, he retired into his Cloſet , and locks 
himſelf in ,- and there cut his Throat ; the 
Razor (before delivered to pare his Nails) 
lying by the Body. 

But that this Relation is forged, and that 
there was, Firſt, no Razor delivered to my 
Lord to pare his Iiails, nor had his Lord- 
ſlip pared his Nails with any. 


Secondly, Neither the Body locked into the 
Cloſer: Nor, 

Thirdly, The Razor lying locked in by the 
Body, when my Lord was firſt know to be 
Dead, is evident from what follows, which 
_ Clearly dete&ts this Forgery. For the firſt of 
theſe, that there was no'Razor delivered ro 
my Lord. ” 


This appears by the Contradi&tions of 
Bomeny, Ruſſel and Monday, as to the time of 
the delivery of this Razor; for Bomeny firſt 
Swears, he delivered this Razor to my Lord 
to pare his Nails on #-i4ay morning at eight 
of the Clock; and within two hours, poſi- 
tively ſwears in the Depoſition himſelf writ, 
that he delivered ir on Thurſday morning, at 
Eight of the Clock (being the day before 
his Death) ; and this as to the Thurſday, 
he ſwears Poſitively and Circumſtantially ; 
Poſitively , for he doth expreſsly name 
Thurſday, as the day on which the Razor was 
delivered ; and Circumſtantially, for he 
doth fwear the Razor was delivered the ve- 
7 next Morning after my Lord came.-to 
aptain Hawley's ; and his Lordſhip went 
to Hawley , on Wedneſday the 11th of July.

' And, as yet other Arguments of the Per- 
pry of theſe perfidious Villains, add the 
Mathematical Impoſlibility of the Wound, 
Kg not above two Inches of the Razor 
muſt be without my Lord's Hand, (had he 
tone it himſelf) and yet the Wound above 
three Inches: deep. Moreover, by many 
ent DoGtors and Chyrurgions, the 
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Wound is thought to be naturally Tmpoſſi- 
ble to have been done by my Lord himſelf 
becauſe upon cutting the firſt JugularArtery, 
fuch an Effuſion of Blood and Spirit would 
have immediately thereupon followed, that 
Nature would nor have been ſtrong enough 
for to cut through the other Jugular Arte- 
Ty, to the Neck-bone on the other fide ; 
much leſs, to make ſo many, .and ſo large 
Notches in the Razor againſt the Neck-bone , 
as an old Fooliſh or K — Chyrurgion ſug- 
geſted to the Coroners Jury. 

Wherefore by what is before obſerved, 
as to the many ContradiQions, it plainly 
appears, that theſe three (as it is ſaid in the 
Hiſtory of Suſanna, Verſe 61.) are convifted 
of falſe Relations by their own Mouths ; 
and thoſe other Arguments before obſerved, 
are further Dete&ions-of theſe three Men's 
Perjuries. It then remains as at firſt, (viz) 
That here is a Body found Dead by violent 
Hands, and the manner of the Death not 
diſcovered,(for it can't be,according to theſe 
three Mens Relations, for the Reaſons be- 
fore obſerved). The Concluſion that the 
Law makes in ſuch Caſes, in this therefore 
holds good , (viz.) That this Honourable 
Lord was Murdered by the violentand cruel 
Hands of barbarous and bloody minded 
Men.

Informant heard them ſay , the Earl of 
Eſſex was 10 be taken off, and that they had 
been with His Highneſs, and His Highneſs was 
firſt for Poyfoning the Earl; but that manner of 
Death being objefted againſt ; it was then ſaid, 
one did propoſe to His Highneſs , Stabbing the 
Earl; but this way His Highneſs did mot Jike : 


at length His Highneſs concluded , and ordered. 


his Throat to be cut , and His Highneſs had pro- 
miſed to be there when it was done. - Some few 
days after, ſome of the aforeſaid Perſons 
declared, 1* was reſolved the Earl's Throat 
ſhould be cut, but they would give it out, that ke 
had done it himſelf ; and if any ſhould deny 
it , they would take them, and puniſh them 
for it. 


- Secondly, For the previous Reports before 
my Lord's Death. 

It's proved by eight ſeveral Witneſſes, 
That before the Earl's Death, ( or before it 
could be known) it was Reported , That 
the Eatl of Eſſex had cur his Throat in the 
Tower ; amongſt the reſt, it was at Foome, 
which is about an hundred Miles from 
_ London, the Weaneſday Morning ; and at the 
ſame time , at Andover, about Sixty . Miles 
from London, tho at neither of. theſe Places, 
eſpecially the former , could it then be 
known , that the Earl was a Priſoner in 
the Tower, his Lordſhip being not committed 
to the Tower, till the Tueſday in the After- 
noon. All theſe Reports agreed in the man- 
ner How , (viz.) cutting his Throat and 
the place Where, ( viz.) the Tower; and 
(which is further) at 4ndover, the Wedneſday 
Morning before my Lord's Death , it was 
reported , not only in the mannes How , 
and place Where, but likewiſe the prerend- 
ded Reaſon Wherefore, was given; for it 
wzs then, and there ſaid, That the Earl of 
Hex being a Priſoner in the T»wer, and un- 

erftanding,that rhe K:and Duke were come 
Into the Tower, his Lordſhip was afraid the 
K.would have come up into his Chamber,and 
feen him ; of which his Lordſhip's Guilt and 
Shame would not bear the thoughts, and 
therefore he did cut his Throat to avoid it. 
This being declared two days before my 


Lord's Death, when. it could not have been! 
in- the leaſt fore-thought ,- that the King 
and Duke would have come together into. 
the Tower , where they had not bn above. 
twice together ſince the Reſtoration, I fiy, 
This previous Report , which ſo particul- 
ly cloathed this A&tion with the how, wher, 
and -wherefore , clearly proves, That all 
things were ſo reſolved upon to be done, or 
otherwiſe it is impoſſible it ſhould have 
been reported under theſe three Eſſential 
Qualifications, as to Manner, Place, and Reg 
ſen, before it was indeed done, eſpecially 
at Andover, where it could not then be ſup 
poſed to be known that my Lord was 66 
much as a Priſoner in the Tower; this Rex 
ſon the Papiſts themſelves gave our juſt after 
my Lord's Death. |

it was indeed very true, that he did ler in 
theſe Men, 'it was what he ſhould not have 
confeſſed. This Confirmation to his Ac- 
quaintance ( under a great and repeated in- 
junttion of ſecrecy) argues, frft, That this 

Confeſſion was indeed true. And 
Secondly , That there is ſome curſed 
Confederacy (it's probable by Oath) entred 
into to ſtifle this Murther ; for what other 
probable Reaſon can be afligned for thar 
trouble of Conſcience in this Confeflion, 
ſeeing himſelf at the ſame declared it was 
true, tho? he ſhould not have faid ic? There 
are ſome other Arguments that this Senti- 
nei was particeps Crimines in the Privity ; 
firſt, his RetraCtion in part of what he did 
confels : for, upon his being firſt appre- 
hended, he owned the throwing out of the 
Razor before my Lord's death was known ; 
but henow rerrafts, and diſowns it. Ano- 
ther Inſtance of his Privity is his now pre- 
varicating, in his now pretending that theſe 
men were let in an hour, or more, before 
my Lord's death ; whereas, at firſt, he de- 
clared they were let in immediarely before 
my Lord's death ; for, as ſoon as let in, he 
heard ſeveral go up ſtairs into my Lord's 
Room, and heard the buſtle, 2c. as before. 
Athird Argument of this Cenrtinel's Privity, 
1s his not declaring the whole Truth, which 
he muſt know ; for one at a greater diſtance, 
that ſaw thele Ruthans as they were buſtling 
with my Lord , and heard' the buſtle, did 
likewiſe hear one of theſe in the buſtle ( as 
it ſeemed to be) and therefore preſumed to 
be my Lord,cry out very loud,and very dole- 
fully, Murther, murther, murther. The Cen-- 
tinel who could hear the rrampling, or in- 
deed the very walking in my Lord's Cham- 
ber, could not but hear this Murther , 1o- 
loud and often repeated. Ir appears by #9 : 
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FE- Cuts in my Lord's Right Hand (wiz.) two 
$#=- upon his Fore-finger, one upon ypon the 
SS Fourth Finger, another on the Little Fin- 
'F ge, and the fifth about two Inches long in 
= the Palmofhis Right Hand; that his Lord- 
Thip in this buſtle made grear reſiſtance, for 
theſe Cuts can be ſuppoſed to be done no 
- otherwiſe, than by endeavouring to put off 

the Cruel Inftrument of his Death. 
The next thing that I ſhould obſerve; 
which happened the day my Lord dy'd, and 
- gives us reaſon to belive the Murther, is.the 
Irregularities committed upon the Body , 
before the Jury ſaw the Body ; the Body was 
ftripr and waſhed, and the Room and Clo- 
ſer waſhed, and my Lord's Cloathes car- 
ried away. (tho' all men know the Body 
ſhould have remained in its firſt poſture till 
Fe. the Coroner's Jury had ſeen the Body.) Sir 
[FM T. R. (as himfelf faith) declared to the Lords, 


That the Body was not ſtirred from its firſt po- 
ſture till the next morning about Ten of the 
'Cleck ; to this Sir Thomas hath not ſworn 
(for he was not ſworn before the Lords ) 
and its well he hath not, for herein he is fo 
much miſtaken, that the contrary can be 
proved by almoſt twenty Witneſſes. Had 


| my Lord's Cravat's being cut in three parts, 
4. - the Jury would have plainly ſeen, that his 
|} - Lordfhip could not fo do it with the Razor; 
||. and then ſecondly, they would have per- 
| ceived the print of a bloody Foot upon my 
Lord, as he lay in the Cloſet, by which it 
appeared ſome one had been with the Body 
in the Cloſet ; and ſeveral other Material 
Circumſtances might have been diſcovered, 
which by the total ( illegal ) alteration of 
the Circumſtances. of the Body, &c. were 
deſtroyed. X : 
About Three of the Clock in the Afer- 
noon, that day my Lord died, ſome of thoſe 
bloody Men (who had been at the Conſult) 
met at Homes's Houſe, and one of them 
leaped about the Room, as overjoyed ; and 
{/; - © as the Maſter of the Houſe came into the 
yu Room , he ſtrikes him upon the Back, and 
F cry'd, the Feat was done, cr, we have done the 
'f Feat ; upon which the Maſter faid , #s the 
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Earls Throat cut? to which the other replied, Z 
Yes; and farther ſaid; he could not but laugh ts 
think how_ like a Fool the Earl of Eiſex looked 


- the Body remained in its firſt poſture, by 
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when they came to cut his Throat. 


To deſtroy the Teſtimony of this D, "y 


Homes hath produced T'wo Witneſſes, who 
(by many Witneſſes) appear to be forſworn 
in every part of their Depoſitions. His De. 
fence being falſe, his Charge therefore may 
be concluded true. 


Thirdly, and Laſtly, What paſt after the 
day of my Lord's Death. . 

That very Morning: ſeveral Soldiers 
(which were preſumed able todiſcover what 
was material, with relation to my Lord's 
Death) were called together ( as M. then 
ſaid) and enjoined to ſecrecy under very 
ſevere Penalties. . 

Abour Ten of the Clock in the Morning, 
the next day after my Lord's Death, the 
Jury met, and were ſurprized to ſee all the 


Circumſtances of my Lord's Body changed 


from what was firſt diſcovered. - 

Afeer the Jury had ſeen the Naked Body 
at Hawleys, the Coroner adjourned them to 
a Vitualling-Houſe in the 7ower, aukum one 
of the Jury demanded a ſight of the 


Cloathes ; but the Coroner was immediate | 


ly called into the next Room, from which 


returning to the Jury in ſome heat, he told 


them, It was the Body , and not the Cloathir, 
they were to ſit upon ; the Body was there, and 
that was ſufficient. 


One of the Jury then ſaid, My Lord ef 
Eflex was eſteemed a wery Sober, Sedate and 


Good Man (which Bomeny then confirmed, 
ſaying, His Lord was a very Piors Man) and 


therefore it was improbable ſo Good a Mm 


ſhould be Guilty of the worſt of Ations. Upon 
which M. Hawley -told the Jury, They were 
miſimformed in my Lord's Charater, for ev 

Man that was well acquainted with my Lara, 
well knew, that it had ever been a fixed Priv- 
ciple in my Lord, that any Man might cut hif 
Throat, or any otherwiſe diſpeſe of his Life, 
ro avoid a diſhonourable and infamous Death ; 
wherefore this Aion which they thought 1e- 
like his Lordſhip, was according to my. Lord's

|: Some of 
- their Inquiſition to ſome further day, and 
' .the-mean time toſend notice tothe Earl's 
' Relations, ſo that. if any thing appeared

duced. Hawley, hereupon, aſſured theJury, 
* That they could not adjourn their Inquiry, for 
| His Majeſty had ſent one for their Inquiſition, 
| and would not riſe from Council till it was 
' lyght him. This the Jury believing , 
immediately made all haſte poſſible, where- 
& otherwiſe they might have been more 
fri and particular in their Examinations. 
F , in anſwer to this, totally denies 
all, and proteſts that he' was not nigh' the 
wy in the Vitualling-houſe all the time 
the Jury ſate, though moſt of the Jury can 
fy the contrary ; and as for the ſuggeſting 
&|fEmurder to be: my Lord's Principle, he 


did proteſt he-did never hear-it ſaid to be 


my Lord's: Principle, till their Lordſhips 
- Inthis Committee told him it had been fo 
& declared. This clearly proves, that the 
pretended Principle. of Self-murder, was a 
| Forgery of that Bloody Party which mur- 
dered my Lord, and Hawl:y pitched upon 
- 8 the moſt proper Perſon to corrupt the 
- Jury with the belief of it. 
The backwardneſs of the then Government 
- from examining into this Matter, and their 
. unjuſt Proceedings againſt the Proſecution, 
(for they Diſcouraged, Proſecuted, and Ru- 
ined him who did humbly offer the Matter 
toa Judicial Conſideration,though no Crime 
or Colour of Offence wasprovedagainſt him) 
b farther Evidence of this Murther. 
The Government turned the Old Edwards 
+ out of his place, for what his Son ſaid in 


this Matter , and hereby inverted the old - 


Proverb, For here the Son's eating Sower 
, Grapes, had ſet the Father's Teeth on cage. 

A poor Soldier was barbarouſly Whipt 
| (after he had been cruelly managed in 
Priſon) for only ſaying, 'Fhat he would not 
ſoy, he did believe the Earl of Eſſex cut his 
mn Throat: But a more barbarous Cruelty 
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"15 juſtly ſuſpefted to have been committed, I 
in the After-murther of ſeveral (wiz. of . 


Meake and Hawley, &c.) to prevent a De- 
teCtion of this. 

Though the Government heretofore had 
received private Intimations, and in Print 
publick Applications for a Pardon, and 
thereupon a Promiſe of a full Diſcovery ; 
and in both theſe the Duke of York parti- 
cularly charged, as the chief Contriver of 
this Horrid Cruelty, yet the then Govern- 
ment would never permit ſuch an Inquiſi- 
tion to be made, but puniſhed thoſe thar- 
diſperſed thoſe publick Challenges. Had 
His Highneſs been really- Innocent, none 
would have been more Zealous for. ſuch a 
Proclamation of Pardon, For Innocence de- 
ſires a Tryal, and it's only Guilt that flies from- 
Juſtice. Another Argument of this Murder, 
and likewiſe of Major Webſter's Guilt there-

handkerchief all Bloody to ſome of his 
Neighbours, rejoycing at the Blood of a 

Traytor; and the very next day, to ſome 
of the ſame Perſons, To produced. part of 
the Price of Blood, viz. a Purſe of Gold, 
wherein there was 49 Guinea's and a Piſtole,, 
which he ſhewed in great Oftentation ; but- 
all this was but a ſmall part of that Vil- 
lainous Reward ; for ſome time after my 
Lord's Death,when his Wite was upbraided 
with her Husband's Poverty, ſhe replied,. 
Her Husband long ſince was not ſo pcor, for he 
had 500 Guinea's; at which the other being 
ſtartled, anſwered, moſt certainly he could 10; 

come by them Honeſtly: To which it was 
ſaid, That he got them by his Trade : But to- 
that it was replied, That his Trade could. 
hardly get Bread : Therefore there muſt be 

ſome other way.
